Am of opinion thatche Ancients may have attain’d to Perfection 
‘a Rhetorick and Poetry, for as I have faid we may reach to ‘it 
+a few Ages: I grant that the Greeks and the Romans may have 
en excellent Poets and Orators ; but can They be faid to have 

.n fuch ? to clear this point would require an infinite difcuffion, 
hich though never fo juft and exact would not convince the wor- 
jippers of Antiquity. How fhould weargue with them when they 

e refolv’d to difcharge their dear Ancients from all imputations of 
gult, and blindly admire themin all things. ‘The Commentators 

e the moft addicted to this, and juftly may be ftyl'd the moft Su- 
srftitious of all che worfhippers of the Ancients. What Beauties 
vould not efteem themfelves moft happy: could they infpire their 
overs with fo lively and tender a paffion as is that with which a 
sreek or Latin Author influences his refpeetfull Commentator. 

If I may fpeak my thoughts, [ find that Rhetorick was brought 
ya greater perfection amongft the Ancients than Poetry, and that 
Demathenes and Cicero are more perfect in their kind than Homer 
nd Virgi in theirs; the reafon of it is obvious. Rhetorick opend 
he way to all Preferments in the Commonwealths of Greece and 
Rome, and it wasas advantageous to be born with the talene of 
peaking well, as it would be now to be born to the greateft Eftate. 
Dn the contrary, Poetry was good for nothing, and it hath always 
een the fame in allmanner of Governments ; as the truth is, that 
ice is one of its eflential qualities. It: feems to me alfo that as to 
Poctry and Rhetorick the Latin Authors are above the Greek ones; 
xcepting one branch of Poetry, wherein the Latin Poets have no- 
hing that can come in competition withthe Greek ones. Any man 
may know that I mean Tragedy. Cicero feems to me before De- 
nofthenes, Virgil before Theocrtus and Homer, Horace before Pindar, 
vy before all the Greek Hiftorians. ) 

According to my firft fyftem this Order is very natural; The Ro- 
ans were Moderns with refpect to the Greeks ; but as Rhetorick 
ind Poetry as I faid do not confift of a great namber of Ideas, and 
ave their limits, we muft fuppofe that there ie a time when they 
ay have been brought to their higheft perfection, and E dare fay 
hatfor Rhetorick and Hiftory, that time was the Age of Asguftne. 
can imagine nothing above Cicero and Livy; not that they are 
ithout Faults, bue that I do not believe it is poflible to have lefs

we can fay, that Men are perfect in any thing, 

The moft beautifull Verfication in the world is\that of Virgi), ‘yy 
perhaps it had not been amifs if he had had the leifure to ham 
teuchd it over again. There are in his: Eveids fome finithd } 
fades that are perfectly beautifull, and never to be out done: burg 
for the Plot or Difpofition of that Poem in general, the mannerg 
bringing in Events, and contriving pleafing Surprizes, oor’ the Ny, 
blenets of rhe Characters, and Variety of Incidents, 1 thall nergy 
much wonder to fee Virgil out-done in that; and fome of our Ry 
mances that are Poems in Profe, have already thewd us»enoy} 
that this may be done. 

I do not intend critically to examine the Ancients, but only 1 
fhew that fince they could in fome things arrive to the laftperte 
tion,and fometimes not; we ought, whilft we examine whether thy 
did or no, ‘have no manner of refpect for their great Names, andne 
indulging thei faults ule. chem as if they were; Moderns. We mut 
be capableref.faying!or hearing. another man fay, thar there is 4 
impertinent.or foolifh thing in Homer or m Pindar, and even bef 
prefumpruous as to betieve that mortal Eyes can {py fau!ts in thot 
fublime Geniuss, nay, be brought patiently to hear Demo benes ani 
Cicero compard to a man that bears an Exglifh or a French, Nam 
and perhapsa mean one tooy what a mighty and pradigious,effor 
of Reafon is this not? Rifum teneatis amici. ! 

When we fhall have found that the Ancients have artain’dto tk 
point of Perfection, in fome things, let us fatisfie our felves with fy: 
ing, That they cannot be out-done, but let not:usfay, That thep:canm 
be equal'd, ag commonly their Worfhippers ife ta fay: Why haul 
we not doe it ¢ As Men we may lawfully pretend co the night oft 
(c is ftrange that our drooping Courage muft be rous’d upon fucha 
occafion, and that being fo often guilty of an unreafonable vanity; 
we fhould alfo fometimes be guilty of as great an humility, asim 
were refolv'd to be ridiculousin both extremes. {0 .\ ow) 

Without doubt Nature hath not forgot how ‘fhe form’dthe Head 
of Cicero, Tully or Livy; fhé produces in all Ages Men that are¢ 
pable of being Great, but the times do not always give them leatt 
to.ule their ‘Talents ; either Inroads. by fwarms of Barbarians, Gt 
verniments abfolutely averfé or at leaft not favourable to Af 
and Learning, Fancies and Prejudices that mayjtake a rhoifan 
various fhares, fuch as is in China, the Veneration of Dead Bad 
that hinders :them from making any Anatomical Diflections 
Liniverial Wars, or other things, often eftablith and root a 
ong 
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ae time Ignorance and wrong Notions of things Add to this all 
he Various difpofitions of private Fortunes, and you will fee how 
Many Ciceros and Virgils Nature plants in the Worid, and how 
nrely we may expect that fome of them, if I may fay fo, fhould 
nme to maturity. They fay that whenever Heaven gives the 
World great Monarchs, it alfo gives it great Poets to fing their Prai- 

;. and excellent Hiftorians to pen their Lives : {fo far L efteem this 
. A that Hiftorians and Poets are always at hand, and only want 
he Princes to fet theni to work. 

The barbarous Ages which fucceeded that of duguftws and pre- 
eded this, furnifh che admirers of Antiquity with the moft plau- 
ble of all their Arguments. Why, fay they, was Ignorance fo 
ieep and univerfal in thofe Ages, but becaufe they were wholly 
nacquainted with the Greek and Latin Authors ? they were quite 

dark oblivion, and were not read then ; but no fooner thofe ex- 
ellent Models were again fet before our eyes, but Reafon andnew 
Difternment bloomed afrefh. I grant all this, they gave us back at 
ynce the Idea’s of what is right and beautifull, which withoutthem 

e would have been long in recollecting, but which neverthelefs we 
ould at laft have found again without the Ancients help, if we 
bad fought them carefully. Some willask, where fhould we have 
oundthem? Pray where had the Ancients had them. They them- 
elves before they met with them gropd a long while in the dark. 

There is no likelihood that Men fhou!d degenerate ; and the 
ound Ideas of all the Ingenious that fhall fuccced one another will 
fill add themfelvesto the former. This vaft Collection of Idea’s to 

be follow'd, and of Rules to be practis’d, which is inceflantly in- 
reafing, adds alfo daily co the difficulties of all kinds of Arts and 
sciences: But on the other hand, fome new. Conveniences are 
ftarted up to make amends for thofe difficulties : I fhall explain my 
felf better by giving an inftance of this. It was reckon’d an admi- 
Table thing in Homer’s time for a Man to confine his Difcourfe to 
Meafures ; that is, to long and fhort Syllables, and at the fame 
time write fome tolerable thing Poets were allow’d then a bound- 
lef licenfé, and yet Men thought themfelves happy enough to have 
Verfés at that rate. Homer had, leave to {peak five differenc Lan- 
m SUages in one fingle Verfe, hook in the Doric Dialect where the 
lonic would not ferve his turn, and where neither of them would 
doe, bring in the A-tic, the Eolic, or the Common, that.is to fay, he 
could fpeak all at once the Somer fet{hire, York{bire, Cornifh, Scotch, 
and vulgar Englijh Dialects; he could ftretch and lengthen a word 

@ it was toofhort, and pruné and poeare it if it Was too long, and

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no harm done: This ftrange medley of Languages, this odd jum 
of mangled and new moulded Words was the Language’ of thy 
Gods, at leaft I dare fwear, it was not that of Men: By degres 
the Worid found how ridiculous thofé Poetical Licenfes were, anf 
they were lopt off and retrench’d from them one after another :§ 
that now Poets firipp'd of their ancient Privileges are reducd y 
(peak after a more natural way. One would thmk thatthe Thafe 
muft be grown much the worfe for it, and thar itis much'noy 
diffic ule now to make Verfes than heretofore, Burthis cannot be: 
Our mind is inrich’d with a world of Poetical Idea’s, which w 
owe to the Ancients, whom we have before our Eyes; we ar 
guided by a great number of Rules and Reflections that have beg 
made on that Art, and as Homer wanted all thofe helps, he’ hath 
juftly had amends made him in all the Licenfés which he was 4 
low'd to take Yer, to fpeak the truth, Lam of opinion that bis 
condition was fomewhat better than ours, for thefe forts of Con 
penfations are feldom very equal. 

The Mathematicks and Natural Philofophy are Sciences whot 
weight encreafes every day upon the Learned, it feems as if thet 
burthen will hereafter prove too heavy to be born: But the Me 
thods encreafe at the fame time. The fame Underftanding tha 
improves Arts and Sciences by the addition of new Infights, im 
proves at the fame time their Theory, by furnifhing us with {hore 
and newer means to compafs the new extent it givesthem. ~, 

We may hope that to make us ‘amends for the little efteem the 
is made of us in our own Age, we fhall be admir'd to an excefs int 
next. They will ftudy then ro find in our Works Beauties which vt 
hever pretended were in them ; fuch an unpardonable faule as th 
Author of it wou!ld now own, will find fome undaunted Apologit, 
and God knows how fcornfully, with refpett tous, the Ingenio 
of that Age will be us'd. beth path. fr Wy er 

The Romans were once Moderns as-well as we, and then the 
complain’d of the prejudice of their Age for the Greeks who wet 
the Ancients. The difference of time that was berween them dott
